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Extracts from Hew Books. 


ORIGIN OF THE “STAR SPANGLED BANNER.” 
From the “ Poems by the late Francis S. Key.” 


This collection of Poems, just published by Robert Carter & Brothers, 
is preceded by a letter from Chief Justice Taney, describing the peculiar 
circumstances under which the celebrated “Star Spangled Banner” was 
composed. The following extract is taken from the above-inentioned 
letter, omitting the first part, for which we have no space, and which 
relates in detail the occasion of Mr. Key’s presence on board the English 
fleet, where he had gone to obtain the release of Dr. Beanes, and on 
which mission he was detained several days, during which time the 
enemy retreated from Baltimore, on his return :— 

He told me that he found the British fleet, at the mouth of the Poto- 
mac, preparing for the expedition against Baltimore. He was court- 
eously received by Admiral Cochrane, and the officers of the army, as 
well as the navy. But when he made known his business, his application 
was received so coldly, that he feared it would fail. General moss and 
Admiral Cockburn—who accompanied the expedition to Washington— 
particularly the latter, spoke of Dr. Beanes, in very harsh terms, and 
seemed at first, not disposed to.release him. It, however, happened, 
fortunately, that Mr. Skinner carried letters from the wounded British 
officers left at Bladensburg ; and in these letters to their friends on board 
the fleet, they all spoke of the humanity and kindness with which they 
had been treated, after they had fallen into our hands. And aftera 
good deal of conversation, and strong representations from Mr. Key, as 
to the character and standing of Dr. Beanes, and of the deep interest 
which the community in which he lived, took in his fate, General Ross 
said that Dr. Beanes deserved much more punishment than he had re- 
ceived; but that he felt himself bound to make a return for the kind- 
ness which had been shown to his wounded officers, whom he had been 
compelled to leave at Bladensburg; and upon that ground and that 
only, he would release him. But Mr. Key was at the stime time in- 
formed that neither he, nor any one else, would be permitted to leave 
the fleet for some days; and must be detained until the attack on Balti- 
more, which was then about to be made, was over. But he was assured 
that they would make him and Mr. Skinner, as comfortable as possible, 
while they detained them. Admiral Cochrane, with whom they dined 
on the day of their arrival, apologized for not accommodating them in 
his own ship, saying that it was crowded already with officers of the 
army ; but that they would be well taken care of in the frigate Surprise, 
commanded by his son, Sir Thomas Cochrane. And to this frigate, they 
were accordingly transferred. 

Mr. Key had an interview with Dr. Beanes, before General Ross con- 
sented to release him. I do not recollect whether he was on board the 
admiral’s ship, or the Surprise, but I believe it was the former. He 
found him in the forward part of the ship. among the sailors and sol- 
diers; he had not had a change of clothes from the time he was seized ; 
was constantly treated with indignity by those around him, and no 
officer would speak to him. He was treated as a culprit, and not as a 
prisoner of war. And this harsh and humiliating treatment continued 
until he was placed on board the cartel. 

Something must have passed, when the officers were quartered at his 
house, on the march to Washington, which, in the judgment of General 
Ross, bound him not to take up arms against the English forces, until 
the troops had re-embarked. It is impossible on any other ground, to 
account for the manner in which he was spoken of, and treated. But 
whatever General Ross, and the other officers may have thought, I am 
quite sure that Dr. Beanes did not think he was in any way pledged to 
abstain from active hostilities against the public enemy. And when he 
made prisoners of the stragglers, he did not consider himself as a prisoner 
on parole, nor suppose himself to be violating any obligation he had in- 
curred. For he was a gentleman of untainted character, and a nice 
sense of honor, and incapable of doing anything that could have justified 
such treatment. Mr. Key imputed the ill-usage he received to the influ- 
ence of Admiral Cockburn, who, it is still remembered, while he com- 
manded in the Chesapeake, carried on hostilities in a vindictive temper. 
assailing and plundering defenceless villages; or countenancing such 
proceedings by those under his command. 

Mr. Key and Mr. Skinner continued on board of the Surprise, where 
they were very kindly treated by Sir Thomas Cochrane, until the fleet 
reached the Patapsco, and preparations were making for landing the 
troops. Admiral Cochrane then shifted his flag to the frigate, in order 
that he might be able to move further up the river, and superintend in 
person the attack by water, on the fort. And Mr. Key and Mr. Skinner 
were then sent on board their own vessel, with a guard of sailors, or 
marines, to prevent them from landing. They were permitted to take 
Dr. Beanes with them, and they thonght themselves fortunate in being 
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a.chored in a position which enabled them to see distinet!y the flag of | 


Fort McHenry from the deck of the vessel. He proceeded then with 
much animation to describe the scene on the night of the bombardment.

He and Mr, Skinner remained on deck during the night, watching every 
shell, from the moment it was fired, until it fell, listening with breathless 
interest to hear if an explosion followed. While the bombardment eon. 
tinued, it was sufficient proof that the fort had not surrendered. But it 
suddenly ceased some time before day; and as they had no communi. 
cation with any of the enemy’s ships, they did not know whether the 
fort had surrendered, or the attack upon it been abandoned. They paced 
the deck for the residue of the night in painful suspense, watching with 
intense anxiety for the return of day, and looking every few minutes at 
their watches, to see how long they must wait for it; and_as soon as jt 
dawned, and before it was light enough to see objects at a distance, their 
glasses were turned to the fort, uncertain whether they should see there 
the stars and stripes, or the flag of the enemy. At length the light came 
and they saw that “ our flag was still there.” And as the day advanced. 
they discovered, from the movements of the boats between the shore 
and the fleet, that the troops had been roughly handled, and that many 
wounded men were carried to the ships. At length he was informed 
that the attack on Baltimore had failed, and the British army was re. 
embarking, and that he and Mr, Skinner, and Dr. Beanes, would be per- 
mitted to leave them, and go where they pleased, as soon as the troops 
were on board, and the fleet ready to sail. 

He then told me that, under the excitement of the time, he had writ. 
ten a song, and handed me a printed copy of * The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” When I had read it, and expressed my admiration, I asked him 
how he found time, in the scenes he had been passing through, to com- 
pose such a song? Ile said he commenced it on the deck of their vessel, 
in the fervor of the moment, when he saw the enemy hastily retreating 
to their ships, and looked at the flag he had watched for so anxiously as 
the morning opened; that he had written some lines, or brief notes that 
would aid him in calling them to mind, upon the back of a letter which 
he happened to have in his pocket; and for some of the lines, as he pro- 
ceeded, he was obliged to rely altogether on his memory ; and that he 
finished it in the boat on his way to the shore, and wrote it out as it 
now stands, at the hotel, on the night he reached Baltimore, and im- 
mediately after he arrived. He said that on the next morning, he took 
it to Judge Nicholson, to ask him what he thought of it, that he was so 
much pleased with it, that he immediately sent it to a printer, and di- 
rected copies to be struck off in hand-bill form; and that he, Mr. Key, 
believed it to have been favorably received by the Baltimore public. 

Judge Nicholson and Mr. Key, you know, were nearly connected by 
marriage, Mrs. Key and Mrs. Nicholson being sisters. The Judge was a 
man of cultivated taste, had at one time been distinguished among the 
leading men in Congress, and was at the period of which I am speaking 
the Chief Justice of the Baltimore, and one of the Judges of the Court 
of Appeals, of Maryland. Notwithstanding his judicial character, which 
exempted him from military service, he accepted the command of a 
volunteer company of artillery. And when the enemy approached, and 
aun attack on the fort was expected, he and his company offered their 
services to the government, to assist in its defence. They were accepted, 
and formed a part of the garrison, during the bombardment. The Judge 
had been relieved from duty, and returned to his family only the night 
before Mr. Key showed him his song. And you may easily imagine the 
feelings with which, at such a moment, he read it, and gave it to the 
public. It was, no doubt, as Mr. Key modestly expressed it, favorably 
received. In less than an hour after it was placed in the hands of the 
printer, it was all over town, ard hailed with enthusiasm, and took its 
place at once, as a national song. 

Ihave made this account of “The Star Spangled Banner” longer 
than I intended, and find that I have introduced incidents and persons 
outside of the subject I originally contemplated. But I have felt a mel- 
ancholy pleasure in recalling events connected, in any degree, with the 
life of one with whom I was so long and so closely united in friendship 
and affection; and whom I so much admired for his brilliant genius, and 
love for his many virtues. I am sure, however, that neither you, nor 
any of his children or descendants, will think the account I have given 


too long.

News from Rome, to the middle of September, bring word that Rev. F. 
Theiner, the Oratorian, has completed the first three volumes of his continua- 
tion of the Annals of Baronius. They cover the ground, we believe, occupied 
by the feeble continuation of Laderchi.—Father Theiner has been employed 
on this work with most indefatigabl> diligence for the last ten years and more, 
having been chosen for the task, with the approbation of Pope Gregory XVI. 
We have more than once heard him complain of the unavoidable delays to 
which he was put by awaiting the publication of hitherto inedited doeu- 
meuts, promised in various parts of Europe. These, with his own original 
sources of information, must have supplied a vast amount of most interesting 
material for the period of Church History, immediately succeeding the eud 
of Rainaldi’s continuation, whose labors he proposes to follow up, irre- 
spectively of those of Laderchi. The work is to be dedicated to the young 
Emperor of Austria, Francis Joseph; and the expenses of its publication are 
said to be defrafed by the Marquis Campana.—Catholice Miscellany. 


Many of our readers may not be aware that by an Act of Parliament (10 
and 11 Vie. eap. 95) the various colonial legislatures have power to permit 
the introduction and sale of pirated editions of English copyright books, the 
property of British publishers, on the collection of a fixed duty on the value 
of such books being imposed. This has been acted on in many instances, [ we 
believe the Australian Legislatures have not complied with the provisions of 
the Act,] and a sum of money collected amounting to £687 has lately been 
distributed amongst the several publishers whose works have thus been im- 
ported, or rather whose property has been confiscated for the amusement 
and intellectual cultivation of the colonies. The duty has been fixed in most 
of the colonies at not less than 20 per cent., but in Jamaica at 15, and in 
Canada at only 12 1-2 percent. In this latter colony a deduction has been 
made, for the cost of collection, of about 45 per cent. on the amount. Upen 
this the Treasury Minute on the subject remarks, that as the absolute pro- 
hibition, imposed by former Acts of Parliament, had been removed, on condi- 
tion of reasonable protection being secured to British authors, it is obvious 
“that a net profit of less than 7 per cent. on the value of foreign reprints 
of the works of a British author imported into Canada, especially when the ex- 
ceedingly low price is considered at which such reprints are produced, cannot 
afford anything approaching to adequate provision for the rights which the 
author possessed within the province by virtue of his copyright.” We should 
like to know whether, when the Act was passed, either British authors or 
publishers were consulted about it, or any inquiry made of them whether 
they were willing to yield up the rights they possessd under the Copyright 
Act, which was supposed to secure to them copyright throughout the British 
Empire and its dependencies, and on the faith of which many bargains were 
made, no doubt, with a reference to protection for colonial sales——Zondon 
Pub ishe rs’ Cireular. 


We hear from a good source that the price paid by Mr. Rooney for the 
original edition of Hlamlet—sold so precipitately to Messrs. Boone for Fol, and 
re-sold by them to Mr. Halliwell for 120/..—was 1s.

Cuartes Scripner publishes a work of permanent interest and remarka- 
ble elegance:—“ The Life of Luther, in forty-eight historical Engravings.” 
The engravings are by Gustav Koenig, from designs of the most distinguished 
German artists, and possess the rare merit of being correct representations of 
the persons and places they profess to depict. ‘Thus, giving accurate like- 
nesses of Luther, Melancthon, Zwingli, the Elector John Frederick, and 
others. The descriptive text was mainly contributed by Archdeacon Hare, 
whose work was, however, interrupted by death, but has been completed, at 
the suggestion of his family, by Susanna Winkworth. Mr. Scribner imported 
the plates for his American edition, and has succeeded in making the letter- 
press and binding quite worthy of them. Altogether, in subject and getting 
up, this is one of the finest publications yet issued by the American press. 

Kieerss & Kexxroce publish a ‘Treatise on Turning Tables, the Super™ 
natural in General, and Spirits,’ by Count Agénor de Gasparin, translated by 
E. W. Robert. Rev. Robert Baird, D.D., supplies an introduction, in which 
he bears testimony to the character of the author's mind, being such as 
would not likely be “satisfied with insufficient data, or misled by illogi- 
cal deductions.” Count Gasparin, “one of the most distinguished French 
Protestants of our times,” is the author of several important works, among 
which are Jntéréts Généraux du Protestantisme Francais and Christianisme et 
Paganisme. His attention was first directed to the subject of “ Table Turn- 
ing” while in Switzerland, in the years 1853-54, and the work now presented 
contains “a very full account of the experiments which Count Gasparin and 
his friends made with so much care, and on so many occasions, and the eon- 
clusions to which he came. Also, the Count’s speculations on other, and, in 
a certain sense, kindred subjects, such as the Supernatural in general, the 
Agency of Spirits, False Miracles, Animal Magnetism, Spirit Rappings, ete. 
These topics are treated at length, with the vivacity which characterizes the 
French mind, and in the style in which it expresses its conceptions, so far 
as we are able to judge, with no ordinary ability.” 

Mason Brotuers have published, in one octavo volume, “The Poetical 
Works of Horace and James Smith,” authors of the Rejected Addresses, with 
Portraits, and a Biographical Sketch, edited by Epes Sargent. This is the 
first American edition of the collected works of these talented brothers, 
and includes the entire poems of Horace Smith. It is reprinted from the 
twenty-third London edition, and contains the Notes of Peter Cunningham. 
The names of the Smith Brothers are well known here, and the present re- 
production is one of which there has been need for some time. The same 
house also send us “The Play-day Book,” a new Juvenile by Fanny Fern, 
illustrated by Coffin. 

Dersy & Jackson publish an anonymous tale, entitled “Silverwood: a 
Book of Memories,’ and “The Puddleford Papers, or Humors of the West. 
By H. H. Riley.” This book “ is filled with Portraits of Puddleford and the 
Puddlefordians,” and is replete with amusing pictures of Western Life. 

W. P. Ferrmoce & Co. have got out the “ Adventures of a Roving Di- 
plomatist,” by Henry Wikoff. The author observes that “this book is of so 
personal a nature as to require some explanation, if not an excuse.” In the 
course of the volume he discloses the secret relations which he once held 
with Lord Palmerston, and enters into “ a somewhat careful record of events 
in France during an epoch of extreme interest, beginning with the Presi- 
dency of the Prince Louis Napoleon, and ending with the coup d'etat, which 
elevated him to the throne.” 

J. S. Reprietp has published another series of ‘ Dickens’ Little Folks,” 
in which the story of some of the most interesting characters drawn by that 
author is extracted from the works which contain them, and related in his 
own language. The first series included Little Nell, Oliver Twist, Paul Dom- 
bey, Florence Dombey, Smike, and Dora Copperfield. The present collection 
contains Joe, the fat boy, and Sam Weller, Sissy Jupe, Charity aud Merey 
Pecksniff, Tiny Tim and Dot, Dame Durden and Dolly Varney, each illus- 
trated from designs by Darley. They form six pretty little volumes fitted in 
a box. 

Wurrtenore, Nives & Hart publish a very attractive juvenile called 
“Grandmother Lee’s Portfolio,” with several excellent illustrations by Ham- 
matt Billings. The book is a square 8vo., very neatly printed, and particu- 
larly adapted for the reading of children, They also issue, in one neat, illus- 
trated volume, “The Sisters Abroad; or an Italian Journey.” 

RopertT Carter & Brotruers send us “ The Constitution of the Human 
Soul,” being six Lectures, delivered at the Brooklyn Institute, by Richard 5. 
Storrs, Jr., D.D., in accordance with a provision made in the will of the late 
Augustus Graham, for a long time President of the Board. 

A. 8. Barnes & Co. publish another volume for their School Teacher's 
Library, entitled ‘“‘The Means and Ends of Universal Education,” by Ira 
Mayhew, A.M., Superintendent of Public Instruction of the State of Michi- 
gan. This work was first issued in 1850, under the title of “ Popular Edu- 
cation,” at which time it was favorably received by the Public. 

G. P. Putnam & Co. have prepared another volume of their Library of 
Choice Stories, especially intended for the approaching holidays. It is ealled 
“Stories for Christmas and Winter Evenings,” and contains a selection of 
Christmas and New Year’s Tales, with which generally the reading public 
in America are not familiar. 
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Dix, Epwarps & Co. publish “The Paragreens on a Visit to the Paris 
Universal Exhibition,” by the author of “Lorenzo Benoni,” and “ Doctor 
Antonio,” with illustrations by John Leech. In this velume are related the 
amusing adventures of a family of Londoners among the Parisians, 

M. W. Dopp publishes a revised edition of “The Young Ladies’ Guide 
to the Harmonious Development of Character,” by Harvey Newcomb, with 
an appendix, containing Thoughts on the Education of Woman. “ The ob. 
ject of this book is to aid those to whom it is addressed in the harmonioys 
development of all their powers, upon Christian principles, so as to produce 
the highest degree of cultivation, intellectual, social, moral, and religious, of 
which they are capable, in the circumstances where Providence has placed 
them.” Also, che “ Youth’s Book of Poetry,” which “ consists of some of the 
choicest selections of poetry in our language,—selections which every child 
ean understand, and in which every child will be interested, and which con. 
tain, too, some of the most important lessons that could be impressed on the

marks in his preface that “although numerous volumes have been written upon Napoleon in this country, there is none whose purpose is to give a general 
view of his influence upon society. His career has been regarded as exclusively military and political, and to these topics historians and essayists have prin 
cipally directed their labors. Nor has there been, even in France, a methodical treatise, presenting a delineation of manners and morals under the Empire 
at the same time tracing their connection with the court, and noting the effect produced by the Emperor and his system upon the society he had created 
It is the object, therefore, of this volume, to fill an obvious void, and thus to supply a practical test of the character and influence of Napoleon I.” 

The plan of the work, it will be seen, is original and eminently philosophical. In working it out, the author has brought together materials which are 
seattered through many publications, some of which are not accessible to the American reader, and has woven them into sketches, the easy and flowing style 
of which adds to their interest and attractiveness. The work commences with a disquisition on the women of the revolution, introducing Madame Tallien, 
and her bosom friend Josephine, Lucile Duplessis, Camile Desmoulins, Charlotte Corday, and other of the heroines of that remarkable epoch in French history, 
We are then introduced to the furies of the guillotine, who in a reign of anarchy made it their mission and their pleasure to attend upon and haunt the instru- 
ment of death, and who, instead of ministering to the suffering, gloried in their abandonment of all the attributes of the sex, “ augmenting the horror of the 
victims by their demoniacal clamor. The next chapter treats of society under the directory, a “ foul interregnum,” when decency was banished, propriety 
violated, families dispersed, and marriage ceased to be a social institution—1 period of poverty, national degradation, stock-jobbing debauchery and violence, 
and only tolerable as an improvement on the reign of terror. The termination of this period, in 1799, introduces Bonaparte upon the stage, and the author 
then enters upon the main object of his book, to show the effect of the revolution, of which he was the hero, upon society, morals and manners; to note the 
influence of Napoleon upon the literature, science and art of his time ; to chronicle the processes by which he so ight to revive religion, to restore the sway of 
public opinion, to resuscitate the amenities of life, to redeem the country from excess and premature decay, and to lift from the heart of the nation its weight 
of lassitude and disgust. 

The first court of Bonaparte the Consul was a heterogeneous gathering. typical of the chaotic state of society. _Napoleon’s general officers had faithfully 
followed his injunctions to marry, and their young and pretty wives, taken from all ranks of society, formed a queer medley with the passee dames of the diree- 
tory. This period iutroduces to the reader Mesdames Junot, De Remusat, Duroe, and Ney. An interesting chapter of this period is devoted to the courtship 
and marriage of General Junot, and happily illustrates the social manners of the period. The succeeding chapter gives an account of an evening at the 
celebrated Madame Recamier’s, after order had been completely restored and society had recovered its tone, giving an excellent idea of the occupations and 
amusements of the better classes at this period. It was during this epoch that the legion of honor was instituted, which prepared society for the empire. 

The next epoch was that of the empire, simultaneous with the proclamation of which the household of Napoleon was reorganized, and the absurd 
etiquette of the Bourbon courts adopted. The social character of that period, with its rigid etiquette and laxity of moral principle, is ably depicted. In eon- 
nection with this period, we have sketches of Napoleon's sisters, Eliza, Caroline, and Pauline—of Ilortense de Beauharnais—of Mddle. Lenormand, the world- 
renowned fortune-teller—of Marie Louise—of Grace Ingersoll, “the belle of New Haven,” and other women, whose names have been indelibly carved upon 
the records of that period. 

The view of the society of the court of Napoleon would not be complete without a glance at the state of the press, of literature, of science, and the fine 
arts, and other accessories of this remarkable period. ( hapters are devoted to each of these subjects, and the whole picture of the state of society is finished 
and vivid. 

The engravings in this work, in point of artistie execution, are not excelled by anything of the kind which has been published in this country. They 
embrace portraits of Josephine, Marie Louise, Charlotte Corday, Madame Roland, Madame Tallien, Madame Junot, Madame Recamier, Pauline Bonaparte, 
Modame de Staél, Caroline Bonaparte, Hortense De Beauharnais, Mdlle. Lenormand, Mdlle. du Colombier, Grace Ingersoll, Madame Regnault, and Malle. 
Georges. They are representatives in drawing and color of the best original portraits of those celebrated women. The originals are by Gerard, David, 
Scheffer, and other distinguished painters. The engravings were executed in Paris, and in delicacy of coloring are unapproachable. The whole work, in 
fact, is finished and beautiful in all its details, and would grace the most richly furnished boudoir or library. f
